Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . Claims 1-17 are allowed. The prior art does not teach the piezo actuator is 
arranged within a tubular spring the compensating element is embodied as a 
compensating cylinder arranged within an extension tube the actuator housing 
comprises a sleeve consisting of the tubular spring and the extension tube fixed to it, 
the extension tube end of which is permanently connected to the top plate and the 
tubular spring end of which, in exerting a defined pre-stressing on the parts arranged 
axially behind each other within the sleeve, is permanently connected to a base plate of 
the actuator housing.
